If a house 
stands in its way, or a wall, or n cliff, 
over It goes. 8om» tinieB hiindredB of 
crabs are killed In ihelr tracks, but 
the host keeps straight on, lurniug 
neither to the right nor to the left. 

When the army arrives upon the 
seashore, the females settle down con- 
tentedly la tha sand and deposit their 
eggs. And when the laying season 
Is over, tha eld crabs turn aitwatf an* 
march serenely home.

CAN DO WITHOUT ALBUMEN 



Not Naeeaaary to Plant Life, btrt Ito 
Ahesn s s Meene That Orewih Will 
Net Be Natural. 

That albumen, the Bourlahlng aiat- 
ter stored in the seeds of many 
plants. Is not essential to the devel- 
opment of the seed, has been ahown 
by experiments la making seeds ger- 
minate after they have been deprived 
of their albamoB. By this "^itanrUig" 
process queer vogetoble specimens 
have been obtained, many of them 
dwarfed or deformed, but it has 
proved that vegetable matter may at- 
tain growth without being nourished 
by albumen. 

It is believed aew that albumen is 
only a reserve fOod tatended to sus- 
tain the young plant ubUI it has be- 
come strong enough to seek Its own 
food. If put to tbe test the young 
plant can dispense with this reserve 
food, but not without suffering from 
the privation. 

These researches go to prove tbe 
possibility of creating monstrous 
plants at will. In tbe same way Ca- 
mille Daresle produced at will de- 
formed chickens by Interfering with 
the normal evolution of the egg, el 
ther by varnishing a' part of its sur- 
face or by exi>o8ing it to a too strong 
heat, or by tormenting It In somf 
otber manner.

Feminism a Peril To The 
Home, Says New York Leader. 

(New York Herald.) ' 
It is the feminist who wants to de- 
stroy the home and do away with 
marriage, while the anti-auflfragist ia 
wnrkintr .•arncMly to hold these ties 
together, according to Mrs. Henry 
M. Burton, of Rochester, in an ad- 
dress before the York Club. 

Mrs. Burton, who Is vice president 
of the Koch.'sler Anti SiifTraKe AssO' 
elation, and a member of the New 
York State Federation of Women's 
Clubs and the Consumers' League, 
is the wife of the president of the 
Rochester Co-educational College. 
She came here purposely to present 
her anti-feminist views to repreoent- 
ative.s of the New York State Asso- 
ciation Opposed to Woman Suffrage. 
She critidted the modern woman for 
not devoting more time to the place 
she calls home. 

"I think that when a woman gets 
up in the morning, makes up the 
folding bed, dust* th* pianola and 
orders a potato salad fiir dinner she 
isn't doing all she -should for the 
home," Mrs. Burton said. it is 
the extramural occupations which 
are attracting her away from the 
old duties." 

Suffragists were blamed for wo- 
men being in industry. It waa 
through the efforts of the ballot 
yearners, she said, that great num- 
bers of the st'x left the home to taip 
upon themselves larger duties. 

"Now that thegr have thrust these 
women into the factory and sweat 
hops it's uy to the suffragists to see 
that the conditions under which these 
women .work are iniproved," she 



dedared. "I don't wonder that 
many of the saffragists feel that 
they have shouldered a tremendous 

responsibility." 

"People often say that woman ia 
the domesticated animal. She Isn't. 
It's man who is most domesticated. 
He loves his home, and his club is 
simply a survival of early days. Of 
course now and then he likes to es- 
cape from the home circle and go 
back to his native jungle."** 

Mrs Burton said that the woman 
of tfaiaeonntry were sending their 
girls to college to make fi>niini.-tsout 
of them. She said there were 52,000 
girls in American collegea wA uni- 
versities who are Tpreparing to join 
in the revolution which, she asserted, 
is sure to follow the femlniat move- 
ment. 

The speaker critidsed some of the 

leading suffragists for their political 
and personal notions and ended by 
declaring that after listening to their 
"votes for womMi" arguments the 
only one die had ever heard thai 
sounded .sincere was that suffragi."! 
wanted to vote because it would adi 
to their dignity. 

"I think some women do feel so 
undignified that the vote would in* 
crease their sense of dignity," ahe 
said. "It is a -presumption on the 
partaf'thaaawoBiaa to say that be- 
cause men vote they are happier. If 
you took 600 women and the .same 
number of men and then checked^rT^ 
their happineaaes and unhappinessM^ 
you yould find that the women had 
the greatest number of happinesses. 
Only moat of them don't know it."

Somettisea whaa a boat has 
baaa eanght in tho tee great daisage 
baa been inflicted by tho Inqoiaitiv*- 
neaa or blnndoring ot thia great crea- 
tnie, that sometimes roaehea a length 
of IS feet, with a tusk of from 
six to tan feet in length. Aa a rule, 
however; the narwhal uses Us tusk 
for killlag Ish for food. In the cas- 
tle of Roaenberg the kings of Den- 
mark have long possessed a magnifi- 
cent throne made of tusks, of this 
eetaeean. Theaa tnakf are hahtav and 
whttaa ttaa Ivory.

New Food for Cattle. 

Germany Is evolving an ever In 
creaaing number of potato iiro.hKts, 
and thus rapidly solvinK the problem 
of disposine of the onee enormous 
surplus of this (Toil A number of e^ 
tabiiBhmenla in that country are now 
turning out (|uaiititip» of dried i)ota 
toes, in various forms, for use in feed 
Ing cattle. According to a recent con- 
sular report, dried potatoes do not 
cause the forms of sickness that re 
suit from a diet of raw potatoes 
Moreover, raw potatoes can be pre 
served for only a limited time, while 
to boil the [xjlatixs wiuld impose 
uiion the »t<«'U raiser more expeiis* 
ihiui the clrcimistatK-es justify. Ofli 
ilal tests have proved that the one 
third of stretiRtheninK food generally 
given lo horses In tho form of graii: 
could be replaced by dried potatoes, 
and such animals would be kept Ir 
excellent eoaattloa. — Sclentiflo Amer

WHAT PROF. WILSON WROTE 
OP OUR VICTORIES IN MEXICO 




GEORGE D. DALTON. 



In Wood row Wilson's textbook, 
"Di¥tiionaad Reunion," written in 
1892, when he wai prMidant of 

Princpton university, he described 
the war of lR4fi to 1S48 with Mexico. 
What the historian and srlio|:ir miil 
to Mjr then hae a peculiar interest in 
vtew of the author*! attttuda 
He tt'lls how Taylor took Monterey, 
now the scene of battle between 
Mexican factions, and of the capture 
of the City of Mexieo. The Mexi- 
cans he describes as "a raee full of 
courage, spirit am! subtlety." An 
extract from the bt>ok follows: 

"CoBffreM accepted the asaertion 
that Mexico had begun war, as eon- 
venient, whether true or not, and 
provided for the exiK-nses of the con- 
flict as for any nece«ity. A formal 
deelaratloa of war was resolved upon 
on Mi^M, tfae aaws of 

I'alo 

Alto and Rs«wa<!e M ftinwhad 

reached WashinKt"", and the presi- 
dent was authorized to call for 60,- 

Victory at Buena Vista. 

"September 19 to 28 the Ameri 
cans, liy slow and stabbom lighting, 

took the stronsrly placed and haavily 
fortified city of Monterey, • tonne 19 
miles south of the Rio Grande. Feb- 
ruary 22 and 23, 1847. Santa Anna, 
with a force probably numbering at 
least 12,000 men, attacked Taylor's 
force, which then numbered 5.200. 
on the broken plain of Buena Vista, 
but, failinpr to gain any advantage, 
withdrew to the defense of his capi- 
tal, the City of Mexico. He had 
thouRht to destroy Taylor while he 
was weak; for in November, 1846, 
G.'ii. Winlield Scott had Ih'- m ap- 
pomted to the chief command in 
Mexico, to which hi.s military rank 
ntitled him. and January had 
I rousrht a call for the greater part 
rayli.r'-; troops to assist the com- 
mander-in-chief in an invasion of 



Mexico from Vera Crux, on the eoaet 
The operations in the north ended 
with the battle of nuena Vista. 

•Gen. Scott began his operations 
with a force of abort B,00O men. He 
Irn.l chosen a hard road tO the Uexi 
can capiUi, but the dogged valor 
and alert sagacity of his men made 
everything possible. The fleet which 
carried his troops eame to anchor 
near Vera Cruz on March 7, 1847, 
and on the 27th of the same month 
Vera Crof had surrendered, having 
been taken without ^reat difficulty. 

Advance on City of Madco. 
"In the middle of AprO bagan the 

march of 200 miles northwestward to 
the City of Mexico. On the 18th 
Scott fowed the rough mountain 
pass of Cerro Gordo. On August 10, 
after a delay caused bjr fhritieas 
negotiations for peace, the City of 
Mexico was in sight from the heights 
of the Rio Frio mountains. Select- 
ing the weaker side of tba titf, which 
lay amid a network of defeiHBs and 
surrounded ni: all sides by marshy 
ground, which could be crossed only 
oa causeways, the A m a riWM slowly 
by dint of heroic coorgfa and pa- 
tience, drove the Mexicasa from one 
portion of the defense to another un- 
til finally the great fortrees of Cha 
pultepec was taken by storm (Sept- 
ember M) and the city captured. 

"The occupation was complett l y 
the 16th, and there was no further 
resistence anywhere by the Mexi- 
cans. At every point the Arheriean 
tn>nps had fdURl't again^^t \u . \ 
odds. They were most of them only 
volunteers, and they had fought 
against a race full of courage, spirit 
and >ulul<'ty. Their success was due 
to their moral qualities— to tlnii 
steady pluck and •elf-confidence, 
their cool intdiganee, thair indomit- 
able purpo.se, their equal endow- 
ments of patience and dash."

1911. Fortune favored the young 
men. They had been here only a 
ft A' months \^■hell iht- uv^M fire of I 
1882 destroyed nine squares in the 
bosiness section of the city and they 
at once found ihem.-elvos with more 
work than they could do. .Mmost 
the whole town had to be rebuilt 
with brick houses and they were the 
only brick manufacturers in the city 
Tliey took hold of tho piohlem ener- 
getically and increas»'d thuir busi- 
ness to the full extent of all the cap- 
ital they could command and it be- 
came and established success from the 
outset. They be^'an by niakinK 
probably 600,000 brick a year by 
band, but now they turn out 4.0(10,000 
a y<'ar niad<' 1 ,\ improved machinery 
and dried under shelter. They con- 
fine themselves to making the best 
quality of machine-made brick, but 
handle all kinds of p res s e d briek 
when thtir building operations de 
mand the liner grades. 

With but few exceptions, the Dal- 
tons have built the business block 
of Hopkinsville as they are to-day 
They have built several win^s to the 
Western Sute Hospital, the various 
imblic school buildings of the city, 
McLean College, and more recently 
erected the magnificent new High 
School Building, th* flOMtof itskind 
in Kentucky. 

IMr bnahaeaa is steadily g' owing 
and they now ship a great portion of 
the output of their kilns to adjoin 
ing towns and continue to do a gen- 
«ral eootraatiac ia brick work con 
•toetloB aftaaw tba aoimtfy. 

Geo. D. Dalton, President of the 
DiUton Bros. Brick Co., was born in 
Robertson county, Tenn., near Bar- 
ren Plaina, June 19, 1861. He was 21 
years old when he came to HopUaa* 
ville. He easily ranks among the 
prominent and succecafui business 
maa of (beatar HapKlBavflla and his 
stability of cbaraalar and unflinch 
ing integrity ba«a become proverbi 
al. Kind hearted, generous and con 
ridarata, ha never haa had any labor 
troablea with the lOOar BMro naen in 
his employ and his dealings with the 
public have always been fair, 
straightforward and reliable. Mr. 
Dalton savaral yaara ago served for 
ten years aa a msaabar of the dty 
(■(.uricil and made an honest and 
faithful olflcial. He is a deacon in the 
Flnt Baptist church, of which he has 
beeo a lifelong mambar. He lives in 
a handsome home on East Seventh 
-treet and iriainlairiii a down- 
town utfice in tl>e pal ton otbce buikl* 
ing, aa tba eomar of 
Virginia ftraata.
